1. IN THE OATH/DECLARATION: 

1 . It does not identify the citizenship of each inventor. 

2. The first name of the 2 nd inventor in the declaration and the 
supplemental Application Data sheet, filed on May 19, 2004, needs to be 
corrected. The first name of the 2 nd inventor "Piorre" should be replaced by 
Pierre --. 

2. CLAIM BENEFIT: 

Applicant is required to insert the following paragraph on Page 1 , after the 
title of "Supercharger Arrangements for Engine Assemblies": 

The present application claims priority of Patent Document 
No. 02293075.4 filed in Europe, on 12/12/2002, the disclosure 
of which is expressively incorporated by reference herein. 



3. IN THE INFORMATION DISCLOSURE: 

Applicants disclose a European Patent Application No. 1 179 301, 
published on February 13, 2002, which does not relate to the supercharger 
arrangements of the instant application, since the European Patent Application 
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No. 1179301 A1 discloses "a support/shape correction structure for human 
body and clothing structure provided therewith". Applicants are required to 
provide a correct European Patent Application relating to the instant application. 

3. IN THE SPECIFICATION: 

1. On Page 7, lines 2-3, "a compressor turbine portion 28" should be 
replaced by compressor portion 28 (for consistency of the whole 
specification). 

2. Applicant should elect only one term, either "mounting holes 60" 
(See Page 9, line 28, and Page 1 1 , line 2), or "turbocharger fixing points 60" 
(See Page 12, line 21) to discloses the element "60", to maintain the consistency 
of the whole specification. 

2. On Page 11, line 23, "60" after "the interface 72A, 72B" should be 
deleted. 

3- IN THE DRAWINGS: 

- In Figure 1, since the element indicated with the number of "26" is a 
compressor, therefore "26" should be replaced by 28 --; and the element 
indicated with the number of "28" is a turbine, therefore "28" should be replaced 
by 26 - and in order to be incorporated with the specification.
